The world desires peace, he said. 

“This peace must be not only an 
external peace among the nations 
of the world, but internal peace,” 
he added. “Inside each nation 
there must be unity and love. 

“Each year the coming of Christ- 
mas brings to the ears of all Chris- 
tians a message coming from Jesus 
out of the stables in Bethlehem, 
a light among darkness, a message 
which enlightens with celestial 
beauty and verity this world dark- 
aned by mistakes,” the Pope said. 

Love of Italian People. 

The Pope said he could not con- 
ceal his deep, impartial love for 
the Italian people. 


Earlier he stated his speech 
would be devoted to “the internal 
policy of all nations and peoples.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP) — 
Secretary of War Stimson said to- 
day the Germans in Tunisia ap- 
peared to be gathering their 
strength for an attempt to turn the 
southern flank of the Allied Army 
commanded by Lieut. Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower. 

Reviewing recent war develop- 
ments at his press conference, he 


said that the last two weeks had 
been spent largely by both sides in 
North ‘Africa in bringing up rein- 
forcements and _ strengthening 
their positions, although there had 
been considerable patrol fighting 
and air combat, with Allied pilots 
accounting for two enemy planes 
for each one lost. 

“In Tunisia one side—our side— 
is preparing for an offensive at- 
tack, to take Tunis and Bizerte,” 
he said. “The other side is trying 
to stall off, fend or delay that 
attack. 

May Get Strong Counterattacks. 

“That’s the strategic situation in 
Tunisia, but I do not mean to say 


strong counterattacks there. At 
present the Germans seem té@ be 
trying to edge south to strike at 
the right flank of the approaching 


Stimson said he did not believe 
anyone had: any accurate know!l- 
edge of the German strength in 
Tunisia, but “so far as we can és- 
timate, we seem to have a fairly 
good margin.” 

On other fronts, he said, by far 
the most important development in 
size and effect was the triple of- 
fensive launched by Russia, which 
is making “considerable progress” 
for an army which the Germans 
said they had “put out of busi- 
ness” last summer. 

American and Australian troops 
in New Guinea are assaulting the 
Japanese positions in the Buna 
area with increasing success, 
Stimson said, but progress is still 
slow because of the intricate na- 
ture of the Japanese defenses. 

“It is quite likely that the Jap- 
anese will continue to land troops 
to the north, and it will be a long 
fight before we can clear all the 
Japs out of that island,” he said.

In the Solomons the situation 
was greatly improved, Stimson 
said, principally “because of the 
tremendous psychological effect, as 
well as the material results of the 
striking achievements by the 
Navy.”

here best can be fitted into Allied 
plans. 

These plans include air ferrying 
operations, the shipment of men 
and mateiral to the North African 
front and the fighting of Axis sub- 
marines off the African coast. The 
survey includes the remaining 
units of the French fleet here. 

The Americans, members of the 
Air Forces, the Services of Supply 
and technical personnel, are not 
in Dakar in great numbers. 

90 Pct. of People Pro-Allies. 
There is little doubt in the minds 

of the American soldiers here that 
90 per cent of the people of Dakar 
are with them in spirit. 

Every soldier walking and riding 
down the street is received with 
friendly smiles, waves from both 
men and women and salutes from 
French soldiers and sailors. 

It is true that the American sol- 
diers must brave the stares of a 
few residents who obviously are 
restraining themselves, but they 
have as yet encountered no notice- 
able manifestation of antagonism. 

Arriving without fanfare, the 
soldiers immediately went to work 
with their new French allies. 

The Government-controlled news- 
papers of Dakar said: “The Amer- 
icans have come just to work and 
have not very much time to waste 
in the city on sight-seeing. The 
population of Dakar has not had 
time to manifest its sympathies.” 

Members of Mission. 

Admiral Glassford’s mission, 
quartered as guests of the Govern- 
ment, includes Brig. Gen. A. Frank 
Kibler, Brig.

Subsequently, on Dec. 17, Dar- 
lan said in an interview at Allied 
North African headquarters that 
formidable French fleet units at 
Dakar would join the Allies, along 
with other warships in Alexandria 
and North African ports. 

In September, 1940, French 
troops at Dakar repulsed an attack 
by British and Fighting French 
naval forces seeking to bring the 
port under Allied control and pre- 
vent its use as a’base for German 
submarine operations. 


FRENCH MISSION IN U, S. 
TO OBTAIN WAR SUPPLIES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2% (AP).— 
A French military mission, head- 
ed by Gen. Marie Emile Bethouart, 
arrived in the United States by 
plane today to co-ordinate the sup- 
ply of equipment for French forces 
fighting with the Allied troops in 
North Africa.

Applies to About 1,500,000 Workers— 
Overtime Provisions Extended. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt today signed 
a bill providing pay increases for 
about 1,500,000 Government em- 
ployes and said it was “a major 
step toward setting the Govern- 
ment personnel situation in order.” 
The measure also abolishes the 
Saturday half holiday in Govern- 
ment service, which Roosevelt de- 
scribed as a “peace time luxury.” 
While Saturday becomes'a full 
work day with a legal minimum of 
seven hours in the departmental 
service, he said he wanted depart- 
ment and agency heads to estab- 
lish a general minimum work 
schedule of a six-day, 48-hour week 
for both the departmental and field 
service. 

Overtime pay applies to the first 
$2900 of annual salary and, com- 
puted on a basis of a 360-day year, 
gives employes working 44 hours 
a week an increase of 10.8 per cent 
and those working 48 hours an 
increase of 21.6 per cent. 

Most Employes Covered. 
Overtime under the new law is 
extended to cover most regular 
Government employes, including 
War and Navy Department work- 
ers who received overtime under 
legislation which expired Nov. 30. 
Employes receiving $5000 yearly 
or more, those paid hourly rates 
fixed by wage boards, elected of- 
ficials, heads of departments and 
workers outside the continental 
United States will not receive the 
overtime pay. 

In lieu of the overtime, a 10 per 
cent increase in all pay up to 
$2900 annually is granted to legis- 
lative and judicial employes, work- 
ers whose compensation is based on 
mileage, postal receipts, fees or 
who are on other than a time 
period basis. 

The act, retroactive to last Dec. 
1, is effective until April 30, 1943. 
In the interim, Congress is ex- 
pected to study more comprehen- 
sive legislation. 

Text of Memorandum. 

The text of the Presidential 
memorandum sent to all depart- 
ments and agencies follows: 

“The passage by the Congress 
of the temporary war pay resolu- 
tion, (S. J. Res. 170), is a major 
step toward setting the Govern- 
ment personne] situation in order. 
For the employes it removes in- 
equities and meets the rise in the 
cost of living by providing in- 
creased earnings for more work 
and longer hours. It ,also recog- 
nizes the acute man-power short- 
age and, as a wartime necessity, 
removes the peacetime luxury of 
the Saturday half holiday. 

“While Saturday thus becomes 
a full work day with a legal mini- 
mum of seven hours in the depart- 
mental service, it is my desire that 
the head of each department and 
agency establish, upon my approv- 
al of the resolution, a general mini- 
mum work schedule of a six-day, 
48-hour week for both the depart- 
mental and fie'i service. I realize 
that there may be certain neces- 
sary exceptions to this general 
practice in order to meet the needs 
of a peculiar work condition, but

lished at less than 48 per week. 
Effect on Personnel. 

“For many departments and 
agencies the adoption of a 48-hour 
week will represent a four hours 
increase in the working schedule. 
Obviously this will permit reduc- 
tions of personnel in some agen- 
cies and eliminate the necessity 
for filling vacant positions in 
others. I am g you to 
take immediate steps to bring 
about a reduction in your person- 
nel requirements. 

“The legislation places an added 
responsibility on the executive de- 
partments and agencies to make 
full use of man power, to dispense 
with every surplus employe, and to 
reduce personnel wherever possi- 
ble. We will accept that respon- 
sibility and act accordingly. 

“The Federal Government must 
concentrate on one task—the win- 
ning of the war. At this time we 
must measure all Government ac- 
tivities against the grim standards 
of total war. Many activities, de- 
sirable in peace. times, must be 
eliminated, provided only that such 
eliminations do not result in 
permanent harm to the future 
health and security of our indi- 
vidual citizens; many services must 
be provided at a reduced standard; 
all agencies—military and civilian 
—must take all necessary measures 
to organize their work for maxi- 
mum efficiency. Although we have 
made great strides in converting 
the Government to an all-out war 
basis, I am not satisfied that we 
have exhausted al]l the possibilities. 

Urges “Irreducible Minimum.” 

“I wish to be certain that we 
have stripped Government activi- 
ties of every nonessential, that 
work in one agency is not being 
duplicated in angther, that we are 
carrying on our work in the war 
and so-called non-war agencies 
with an irreducible minimum of 
personnel fully employed, and that 
we are doing our job in the most 
effective and qu'ckest way possible 
with only the absolute minimum 
-of paper work or ‘red tape.’ 

“I am expecting you, with the 
help of your employes from the top 
to the bottom of your agency, to 
begin immediately a continuing re- 
view of your activities, to eliminate 
every non-vital service, to seize 
every opportunity for improving 
the speed and efficiency of your 
operations, and to conserve man 
power, materials, and money. 

“The director of the Bureau of 
the Budget and the Civil Service 
Commission have been instructed 
to assist you in every way possible. 
I desire that you report quarterly 
through the Director of the Bu- 
reau of the Budget the results of 
your efforts. The Civil Service 
Commission, acting under author- 
ity of directive No. X of the chair- 
man of the War Manpower Com- 
mission, will transfer personnel 
who are not effectively utilized to 
positions where their services are 


needed.”

Col. Post reported that the troop 
landing in the Andreanofs was 
co-ordinated so perfectly and exe- 
cuted so secretly that the Japa- 
nese didn’t learn of it until two 
weeks later. Since that time, the 
enemy has made but one effort to 
attack the American troops. 

“One Japanese plane came over 
in late September,” he said, “and 
dropped a couple of bombs 
through the fog at a point about a 
mile from the military installa- 
tions. There was no damage and 
no casualties. The plane was not 
fired on because it was out of 
reach and out of sight, but it was 
heard.”

Treasury Announces That 
Total Sale in 9 Billion 
Campaign May Reach 
12 Billion. | 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP).— 
The Treasury wound up the great- 
est war financing campaign in his- 
tory today with a flood of money 
sending the gigantic victory loan 
drive, first of the war, over the 
top by more than $2,200,000,000, 

The books on the three major 
issues closed at midnight and Un- 


dersecretary of the Treasury Dan- 
iel W. Bell announced at a special 
press conference late yesterday 
that preliminary reports indicated 


subscriptions would total $11,200,- 
000,000 and might reach 12 billion 
when the final check is made. All 
subscriptions postmarked not later 
than last midnight will be accept- 
ed, he said. 

Never before in the history of 
any other nation, said Bell, has so 
much money been raised in such 
a short time—23 days. The near- 
est approach was in the last war 
when about  $6,900,000,000 was 
raised in the fourth Liberty Loan 
drive. 

When the Victory Loan cam- 
paign opened on Dec. 1, the Treas- 
ury set its goal at nine billion at 
that time an unprecedented sum. 
So successfully did the drive pro- 
gress that last week end Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau’ ex- 
pressed hope that it might reach 
11 billion. 

War expenditures have been 
mounting at a terrific pace and in 
November reached a monthly rate 
of six billion. But even with these 
unprecedented expenditures, Bell 
estimated that with the Victory 
Loan funds, together with this 
month’s income tax collections and 
the Treasury’s regular financing, 
the Government could carry into 
March or April before starting an- 
other big financing campaign. 

The success of the drive just 
ended, he said, “has set a pattern, 
we hope, which we can follow in 
the future.” 

This pattern, it was previously 
indicated by Treasury officials, 
would call for a few big campaigns 
during the year instead of fre- 
quent appeals. 

Bell said the Treasury was es- 
pecially pleased with the response 
of non-banking sources, which ac- 
counted for $6,400,000,000 of the 
amount raised. Banks subscribed 
for $4,800,000,000.

Virtually every one of the 90 
scribes who cast ballots mentioned 
the blow to attendance as one of 
the major imprints the year of war 
has left on competitive athletics— 


but the experts were’ at odds on) 


how to interpret this fact. 

In general, they agreed that it 
was not a lack of interest in sports 
which has reduced the size of 
crowds for most events and forced 
the abandonment of some. Rather 
it was the difficulty of travel and 
the enrollment of a great multi- 


tude of customary patrons in the 
armed services and in vital war 
work. | 
Several writers pointed out that 
the millions of men now in, the 
Army and Navy are the same men 
who used to jam the ball parks, 
the race tracks, the football stadia 
and the basketball arenas. Others 


who used to have leisure time in | 


which to watch these spectacles 
now are tied to their jobs for long 
hours. Because these men can’t 
get to games and meets now, many 
of the women and children who 
formerly accompanied them also 
no longer turn out. 

Yet, the writers concluded, these 
men, women and chilaren still are 
interested in sports, even in ab 
sentia, and the American soldiers 
and sailors stationed in camps at 
home and in bases throughout the 
world have expressed their con- 
tinuing enthusiasm for all sports.

GERMANS ATTACK

Germans have made repeated 
counterattacks, in a vigorous reac- 
tion to French attacks south of 
Pont du Fahs and west of Kairou- 
an on the Central Tunisian front, 
but have made no progress, a com- 
munique from French headquar- 
ters said today. 

“We held the terrain, taking 
many prisoners,” the communique 
said. 

American planes gave strong 
support to the French troops. 

It had been reported earlier that 
Gen. Henri Honore Giraud’s 
French forces had knocked the 
Italians out of their positions near 
Pont du Fahs, capturing a number 
of prisoners and two armored cars. 
This announcement contradicted 
a German report that a French 
squadron had been annihilated in 
the fighting and 100 French dead 
left on the field. 

Fighting in North. 

To the north, British and Amer- 
ican troops went into action 
against the enemy on a small scale 
at three points southwest of Tunis 
and on an arc stretching out from 
nine to 14 miles east of Medjez el 
Bab. 

A military spokesman said there 
had been some shelling, of Allied 
positions on the northern sector of 
the Allied lines stretching to the 
west and south of Bizerte and 
Tunis. Patrol activity was said to 
have increased in intensity on both 
sides, 

The German high command 
communique, broadcast by the 
Berlin radio, said Axis attacks in 
Tunisia had gained local successes 
and that Allied attacks “to reoc- 
cupy terrain lost on previous 
days” failed. The communique re- 
ported the capture of 200 Allied 
soldiers. 

German bombers, it said, raided 
harbor installations at Bengasi on 
the Libyan coast and also attacked 
a British airport in the Libyan 
coastal region.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
North Africa, Dec, 24 (AP).—From 
the foxholes and slit trenches of 
the front lines to the rambling Rue 
Michelet in Algiers, Christmas for 
American soldiers in No Africa 
will be a day of impro tions and 
substitutions, 

Although fighting is not haevy, 
there abviously cannot be much 
true cheer at the front. But the 
soldiers appreciate what has been 
done to make Christmas a little 
better than other days. 

An extarordinary hustle behind 
the lines made it possible for many 
Americans in the forward areas to 
get Chistmas mail, Army postoffice 
staffs have been on a 24-hour 
schedule for weeks and even had 
Arabs helping sort mail. 

Stars and Stripes, the Army 
newspaper, said virtually every sol- 
dier in North Africa received at 
least one letter from the States. 

Some men, eager to hear from 
wives, mothers and sweethearts, 
were exasperated by some of the 
stuff sent them. One private 
showed a mail-order catalogue 
which had heen forwarded three 
times. An officer flourished with 
a wry grin a routine water tax 
form. 

In order to give a treat to hun- 
dreds of orphan children, members 
of the Twelfth Air Force, working 
with the Red Cross, devoted weeks 
to gathering special food supplies, 
including fow] and materials for 
tasty desserts, in the country. 

There will be a Christmas Eve 
mass in Algiers Cathedral especial- 
ly for American and British troops 
and religious. services at other 
churches, too. 

A large number of French fam- 
ilies have invited Americans and 
British to spend Christmas with 
them, and in many instances the 
guests will take something along 
with them for dinner. 

Professional entertainers are giv- 
ing Christmas shows for American 
and British enlisted men. Bidding 
for unusual attention is an outfit 
called “Joe Bill’s Wonder Circus 
and Wild West Show” with “gen- 
uine French cowboys.” 


CHRISTMAS CHEER

HERE is a mild crisis of con- 

' fidence on the home front 
™ Which showed up in the elec- 
tions, has now claimed Henderson 
for its first conspicuous victim, and 
will come to a head after the new 
Congress meets.

HE theory which we are sup- 

posed to be following is that 
the price of everything — goods, 
farm products, wages, salaries and 
services—should be frozen as of 
some date, and that all prices 
should then be prevented from ris- 
ing by heavy taxes and the sale of 
enough war bonds. The public has 
been told that on the.one hand 
there must be a general “ceiling” 
and that it can be maintained by 
closing the “inflationary gap.” Hen- 
derson was to hold on to the ceil- 
ing and Morgenthau was to close 
the gap. In exceptional cases there | 
was to be some administrative ra- 
tioning. This has been the fash- 
ionable theory of how’ we were to 
combat wartime inflation. 

This is the theory we have been 
trying, not very successfully, to ap- 
ply, and in the attempt to apply it 
we have developed the bureaucracy 
and the questionnaire about which 
there is so much complaining. 

Yet how hundreds of thousands 
of prices for goods and services 
were to be frozen as of some date 
without an immense centralized 
economic police, the most enthusi-} 
astic advocates of the general price 
ceiling have never explained. Hen- 
derson, who has been showered 
with the brickbats, knows this. In 
fact he passed the summer of 1941 
pleading that he should not be 
asked to do what he eventually 
consented to do—to try to police 
all prices and to try to administer 
by decrees our infinitely complex 
economy. But he, the New Dealer 
who is alleged to want to admin- 
ister a collectivist economy, was 
overborne by a tide of opinion 
which, curiously enough, was 
whipped up by men who always 
profess to be the guardians of a 
free economy. The demand that 
all prices be frozen came from the 
orthodox and conservative, and any 
one like Henderson or Wickard, 
who wanted in some degree to 
continue to use the mechanism of 
prices to regulate production and 
consumption, was criticised as a 
dangerous radical.

Controlling Prices. 
XCEPT as a very temporary 
stopgap to gain time in which 
to set up effective economic 
controls, the general price ceiling 
never made much sense. If, for 
example, all prices and wages had 
really Been effectively frozen 
where they were in June, 1940, 
when we began in earnest to mo- 
bilize, the effect would have been 
to freeze the peacetime economy so 
that it could not have been con- 
verted rapidly to war. What pro- 
moted the conversion was first 
that the Government seized the 
control of vital materials and thus 
shut down civilian manufacturing, 
and then that, by offering war con- 
tracts and higher wages for war 
work, it induced contractors and 
workers to go to the arsenals and 
shipyards and the like. It is hard 
to imagine how the war industries 
could have been set going if goods 
and services had all been frozen at 
their peacetime position. The law 
of supply and demand had to be 
obeyed by. making necessary war 
work more profitable than un- 
necessary Civilian work.

Trade City for 
Worst in U.S.

. ORAN, Algeria. 
RAN, as a city, is not a bad 
lace at all. But most of the 

Americans here would trade the 
whole layout for the worst town in 
the United States, and throw in 
$100° to boot. 

That's the ‘way Americans are, 
including me, Most of us had 
never heard of Oran till the war 
started. Yet it is bigger than El 
Paso, which has approximately 
100,000: population. It has palm- 
lined streets, broad sidewalks, out- 
door cafes, a beautiful harbor, res- 
taurants with soft-colored lighting, 
and apartments with elevators. 

On the other hand, it has Arabs 
dressed in ragged sheets, garbage 
in the gutters, dogs that are shock- 
ingly gaunt, and more horse carts 
than autos. 

Most of the Americans talk about 
how dirty Oran is, Which just 
goes to show they haven’t been 
around. Oran is cleaner than some 
of the poorer Latin cities in ‘our 
own hemisphere. 

World travelers had told me that 
Oran had an Oriental atmosphere, 
but I can’t sense it. It seems 
much moré like a Latin city than 
an Oriental one, 

Few Arabs. 

You could compare it in many 
‘ways with El Paso if you discount- 
ed the harbor. The climate is 
roughly the same. Both cities are 
in semi-arid country. Both are 
dusty in the spring and very hot 
in summer. Both are surrounded 
\by fertile, irrigated land that pro- 
duces fruit and vegetables and 
grain. And if you's 
Mexigans for Arabs, the proportion 
to whites is about the same. 

The population of Oran is actual- 
ly mostly French, Spanish and 
Jewish. The Arabs are a minor- 
ity. They run all the way from 
hideous beggars up to solemn men 
in long white robes and bright tur- 
bans, sitting in the most expensive 
cafes and sipping tall drinks. But 
you see many more Europeans 
than Arabs.

Our ‘troops. are rather lost here, 
officers and men -both. There 
aren’t the usual entertainments to 
be had at home and in England. 
Nothing much is left to drink but 
wine and most of the Americans 
haven’t learned to drink wine with 
much relish. 

The movies are few and pretty 
poor. There are no dances. 
Everybody feels a sense of rage 
at not being able to talk to the 
local people. The soldiers try hard 
with French but it’s not much fun. 
Officers stationed here at desk 
jobs already are itching to move 
onward. 

Troops camped far out in the 
country—which the vast majority 
are — really are better satisfied 
than those in town.

OTH the bar and the public are 
deeply in debt to the Post-Dispatch 
for the continuous and effective fight 
you have made to improve the adminis- 
tration of justice and it is high time 
you should be given some evidence of 
appreciation. Your work in behalf of 
the Missouri plan of judicial selection 
is only one phase of a campaign which 
has continued over a period of years. 

In this same category fall your recent 
editorials urging the elevation of an able 
member of the judiciary to the vacancy 
existing on the United States Supreme 
Court. “A Suggestion to the President” 
eppearing in your issue of Dec. 17 is par- 
ticularly timely. ; 

It is noteworthy that the whole vast 
area west of the Mississippi is without 
representation on that bench. That area 
has legal and economic problems pecu- 
liar to it and with which the East is 
wholly untamiliar, There can be no 
doubt that personal experience with the 
backgrounds out of which those prob- 
lems arise increases in many ways the 
ability to reach sound and just conclu- 
sions and lasting solutions of them, 

No matter how diligent and astute the 
Judge maybe, every lawyer knows that, 
as a practical matter, there is no satis- 
factory substitute for personal experi- 
ence such as that mentioned. For sev- 
eral years there has been no Justice of 
the Supreme Court possessed of that 
personal experience insofar as the litiga- 
tion of the West is concerned. 

You have a record of exceptional ac- 
curacy in your estimates of judicial ca- 
pacity and that record is fully main- 
tained in your citation of Circuit Judge 
Orie L. Phillips of Denver as among 
those particularly available. And, while 
it is sound from that standpoint, it is 
especially apt as a means of restoring to 
the court a balance of geographical per- 
spective.

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, AS TO THE SECOND AIRPORT. 

The delay in the development of a second airport 
for St. Louis is due to the fact that the Army and 
Navy have not yet requested its construction as 
essential to the national defense. So Director of 
Public Utilities Doyne explains in accounting for the 
failure to get the community-approved airport 
project under way. 

The first thing to note about this situation is that 
the Army and Navy have not acted directly against 
the St. Louis airport project. If they have not given 
the Go signal, neither have they announced that they 
are opposed to it. This gives the city officials def- 
inite encouragement to proceed with their efforts 
to get the project started. 

Second, even if the decision had been to oppose 
the project for the duration, there is no certainty 
that such a dcision would be sound. The Army and 
Navy inevitably revise their judgments from time to 
time in the light of new facts. Director Doyne, as 
chairman of the Municipal Airport Commission, 
should keep this urgent matter on the front of his 
stove. It is closely related to national defense, and 
he has the statistics on air travel through St. Louis 
to prove this beyond any question. 
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A NEW DRIVE FOR THE RUML PLAN. 

Senator Bennett Champ Clark presses a good cause 
in his new campaign to enlist congressional support 
for a pay-as-you-go income tax plan, along the lines 
of the proposal by Beardsley Ruml, chairman of the 
New York Federal Reserve Bank. The Senate 
Finance Committee at the last session of Congress 
rejected the proposal, but it is far from dead. In 
fact, there has probably been more discussion of the 
plan since the committee’s action than before. 

This is true because the public is coming to realize 
more and more what a task it will be to meetethe 
greatly increased demands of next year’s income 
tax schedules. Relatively few people will have saved 
| money enough to make their payments without hard- 
ship. Deductions from each pay envelop or salary 
check throughout the year for application on the 
incdme tax bill will greatly ease the burden. 

The second feature of the Rum! plan—cancellation 
of a year’s tax obligation—is also being pushed by 
Senator. Clark to remove the lag in tax payments 
that now exists. As it is, taxes are paid on the 
previous year’s income. A taxpayer whose income 
is reduced or who loses his job faces a real hardship 
in paying his past obligation, and may default. 
Under the Ruml plan, there would be no interruption 
in payments, but they would apply to the current 
year’s tax instead of the previous year’s. 

It will be a great public benefit if Senator Clark 
is successful in his renewed drive for this rational 


tax plan. 
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CHINA EXACTS THE DEATH PENALTY. 

Friends of China over the world, and especially in 
the United States, which has provided generous lease- 
lend aid to the embajtled Chinese, were shocked a 
year ago by the disclosures of graft and personal 
profit on the Burma Road. Leland Stowe of the 
Chicago Daily News-Post-Dispatch foreign service 
told the sorry facts, which involved persons high 
in the Chinese Government, 

A ranking Chinese has now paid ‘the penalty for 
this traffic in blood money. Lin Shih-liang, manager 
of the transport department of the Central Trust at 
Chungking and chief of the Chinese Government's 
purchasing and selling agency, has been shot to 
death following conviction in a court-martial.

If failure of the bill makes it impossible to obtain 
the staggering of downtown store hours necessary to 
bring order into the present chaos, it is proposed 


to make Twelfth street the terminus for all busses | 


and street cars during the evening rush hours. 

It ‘is easy to see why this would be not only 
drastic, but creative of new problems and highly 
inconvenient to many persons. 

All public transportation would be eliminated from 
the downtown district in the busy evening period. 
The thousands of persons who shop or are employed 
in that area would have to walk the blocks from 
downtown to Twelfth, sometimes in stormy weather 
and with ica underfoot. Concentration of all the 


downtown crowds at Twelfth would mean congestion |. 


on that thoroughfare far worse than anything yet 
seen downtown. At present, 37 per cent of eastbound 
vehicles turn at Twelfth in the evening, and often 
form lines a block or more in length. With all 
vehicles turning there, the jam would be terrific. 

The advantage would be, of course, in better time 
for street cars and busses. But passengers who 
walked from Sixth street or Broadway or there- 
abouts would actually spend more time getting from 
downtown to their homes. 

The 60 retail firms that vigorously oppose the 
staggered-hour system say it. would “cause great 
dislocation” for their customers and their employes. 
Plainly, the drastic alternative plan now being con- 
sidered* would cause even greater dislocation. 

The downtown stores have always been keenly 
concerned about adequate public transportation in 
the business district. They have worked hard to 
obtain the most complete schedules it was possible 
to obtain. All these efforts would be undone if no 
busses and no street cars were permitted in the 
downtown area in the most crowded period of the 
day. This section has been threatened by the rise of 
outlying business centers, and such centers would 
gain a big advantage if downtown transportation 
were curtailed in the manner proposed. 

The Mayor’s Technical Committee realizes its plan 
is drastic. “Admittedly, staggering of hours is a 
much better solution,” one transportation expert 
says, “but if we don’t get authority for regulating 


hours, this. cutting off of equipment at Twelfth |’ 


looks like the next best bet.” — 

So the opponents of staggered hours seem to have 
their choice. Will they fall in line with a plan that 
is successful in many other cities, a plan recom- 
mended by the Federal Government to cope with a 
wartime emergency, or do they prefer the new pro-

LOST WHEN THE FOURTH TORPEDO STRUCK. 

Francis Evans, 45-year-old radio operator in the 
United States Merchant Marine, had survived three 
torpedoings. He knew how torpedoes could send a 
ship down so quickly that men are trapped beneath 
decks,. how burning oil inflicts terrible death, how 
strangling salt water drowns failing swimmers, how 
the cruel cold of the winter Atlantic can stop the 
hearts of the stoutest sailors, how sharks tear the 
bodies of survivors clinging to a raft, how thirst 
drives men to leap from a lifeboat, how lack of food 
lets the spark of life fade away. 

Yet he kept on going to sea in the service of his 
country. He had no chance to come to‘grips with 
the enemy. He had to be content sitting at his desk, 
sending and receiving vital messages, or just observ- 
ing radio silence for days in some danger zone. Then 
came the day that Francis Evans went through his 
fourth and last experience of having his ship tor- 
pedoed under him. He lost his life. 

Whether or not he is given a posthumous medal 
is not the thing that matters most. What matters 
most is that the unspectacular sacrifice, the stick-to- 
it-iveness and the courage of Francis Evans are proof 
of the mettle of our Merchant Marine and proof that 
these qualities will bear fruit in the hearts and minds 
of thousands of other merchant seamen and inspire 
them to carry the fight on to the end.

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TOO MANY STOP SIGNS. 

Gasoline rationing has made motorists highly con- 
scious of wasteful practices, and probably every St. 
Louis driver has become aware of the many extra 
fuel-consuming halts that have to be made because 
of superfluous stop signs over the city. 

The Automobile Club of Missouri has gathered 
the facts and figures on this subject, and has sub- 
mitted them to the Mayor with its plea for elimina- 
tion of all except essential signs. A test is cited 
to show that nine stops in 10 hlocks cut down mileage 
per gallon by about 66 per cent. St. Louis has 7060 
stop signs, and the Auto Club contends, ag most 
drivers will agree, that many of them now are 
unnecessary, in view of the reduction in traffic and 
in driving speeds. 

The city can help in the campaign. for conserving 
motor fuel by taking action to eliminate the super- 
fluous signs, at least for the duration.

CHRISTMAS MAIL TO TROOPS 
IN-WEEK TRIPLE TOTAL IN’17-"18 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP).— 
The War Department reported to- 
day that 10,000 tons of Christmas 
mail—three times that sent during 
the first World War to the A. E. F. 
soldiers in France in 1917 and 1918 
—was delivered last week alone to 
United States forces abroad, 

‘In addition, more than 31 million 
individual letters and cards were 
sent during the first 15 days of 
December, 40 per cent of which 
went by air. |. 

The War Department said that 
everyone who mailed Christmas 
packages befure the Nov.'1 dead- 
line set for overseas Christmas 
mailing could be assured that de- 
liveries would be made by Christ- 
mas day “excepting of course, those 
which were lost through ship sink- 
ings caused by enemy action on 
the high seas.” 

Within the last 10 days a big 
bomber carried three and one-half 
tons of Christmas mail to Ameri- 
can troops in North Africa.

They were William 
Harry Hempen, 4324A Naturai 
Bridge avenue; Donald Long, 10583 
Lackland road, Overland, and 
Charles H. Parker, son-in-law of 
Mr. and Mrs, Robert P. Hill, 8668 
Burton avenue, St. John’s Station. 

Tells of Landing Supplies. 

Simmons, a Marine Corps ‘supply 
man, served with the first avia- 
tion unit to occupy Henderson 
Field on Guadalcanal. His supply 
ship was unable to land its full 
cargo at once because of enemy 
bombing, being forced to- with- 
draw to a nearby island and ferry 
supplies a few tons at a time in a 
patrol boat. 

“We were bombed all the way 
over every night,” he recalled. 
“The Japanese don’t like to fight 
in the daytime very much, I 
guess.” 

For night operations the Japa- 
nese wore long black cloaks and 
hoods, Officers compriséd a -sur- 
prisingly large part of the enemy’s 
night raiding parties, Simmons 
continued, They fight bitterly, he 
said, “and they never give up.” 

Simmons was met here by his 
parents, Lieut. Col. and Mrs. Leroy 
Simmons. His father is a medical 
officer stationed at Camp Maxey, 
Paris, Tex. The sergeant’s twin 
brother, Robert R. Simmons, is a 
pharmacist’s mate, second class. 
Both enlisted in the Navy before 
the United States entered the war, 
Sergt. Simmons in 1939, his 
brother in 1938. 

“Handball” With Grenades. 

Jacobs, a 24-year-old six-footer, 
who enlisted in the Marine Corps 
in August, 1941, declared, “The 
Japanese wouldn’t fight much in 
the daytime—just at night: When 
they tossed grenades it was just 
like playing handball. We'd toss 
them right back. I missed out on 
one toss,” he added. © 

A radio operator in the parachute 
division of the Marines, Jacobs 
was not on combat duty, but when 
the bullets began to whiz by he 
grabbed a rifle, slipped upstairs in 
the command post and took pot 
shots at Japanese snipers. ~ 

Jacobs’ shattered right arm was 
amputated just below the elbow. 
Seven blood transfusions saved his 
life. He is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. L. Jacobs, 7735 Jerome 
avenue. 

Seaman Hempen’s Story. 

Hempen, a first-class seaman, is 
only 18, but he participated in the 
defense of Pearl Harbor, the 
American attacks on the Marshall, 
Gilbert, Wake and Marcus islands, 
and the invasion of North Africa. 

He had little opportunity to ob- 
serve the Pearl Harbor attack, he 
told his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Hempen. He was so busy 
acting as powderman serving an 
anti-aircraft gun aboard a de 
stroyer that he was conscious only 
of smoke, flame and the din of 
exploding bombs, torpedoes and 
shells. But he obtained a good 
view of the Marshall and Gilbert 
raid, he said. As the American 
task force was steaming away fol- 
lowing the devastating attack, the 
Japanese opened fire on Hempen’s 
ship with one battery of six-inch 


Escaped in Smoke Screen. 

“Every. shot they fired came 
closer,” he said, “until they placed 
one not many yards astern. We 
laid a smoke screen then and 
escaped.” 

In the Wake Island raid and the 
Marcus Island attack Hempen’s 
destroyer stayed offshore with the 
carrier from which attacking 
planes were launched, 

Hempen was transferred to At- 
lantic duty, and accompanied the 
United States convoy to Casa- 
blanca. His ship was not in- 
volved in any direct action on this 
voyage. 

He attended Hadley Technical 
High School, and for two years was 
a messenger for a telegraph com- 
pany. He enlisted in April, 1941. 

Two Navy Signalmen. 

Long and Parker, both chief sig- 
nalmen in the Navy, have been 
buddies since they served together 
on the cruiser Augusta in Shang- 
hai in 1987. For Long it will be 
the first Christmas with his 
mother, Mrs. P. F. Schock, since 
he enlisted Dec. 9, 1928. Parker, 
enjoying his first Christmas in the 
United States since joining the 
Navy in 1933, is visiting his par- 
ents-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
P, Hill, 8668 Burton avenue, St. 
Johns Station. His parents live at 
Fort Gibson, Ok., 

Long, a graduate of East St. 
Louls High School, is 33 years 
old and is married. His father lives 
in Little Rock, Ark., and a sister, 
Mrs. Mathew: Weber, at 3225 Royal 
avenue, Overland.

Economical Menus 


N CHRISTMAS DAY, every- 
() r«y expects something spe- 

cial to eat. Most of us will 
have made some arrangements 
with the budget to permit us a 
fowl or a special roast. But if the 
budget still frowns on anything so 
large and imposing as a turkey 
or a whole ham, there still remains 
the possibility of that long, low 
and luscious bird, the duck. Ducks 
are fairly small in size, which re- 
duces the initial expenditure. A 
good-sized duck will proWably cost 
no more than a small pork roast, 
yet it is as rich and flavorful as 
any bird could be, and many peo- 
ple own to liking duck better than 
any other fowl. 


Rice Stuffing for Roast Duck. 


One cup raw rice, one-half cup 
chopped celery, two tablespoons 
butter, one teaspoon seasoned salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon red pepper, 
one-half teaspoon powdered sage, 
one-fourth teaspoon fresh onion

E MADE and unmade careers 

and fortunes —including his 

own, He declared himself Mon- 
arch of the Movies two decades ago 
—and now he is a declared crimi- 
nal, behind the bars. He “made” 
the film names of Theda Bara, An- 
nette Kellerman, Shirley Temple, 
Janet Gaynor, Will Rogers, Darryl 
Zanuck, Myrna Loy—but it will be 
a year and a day, down in Moya- 
mensing Prison, Pa., before he will 
be allowed to Change back from his 
prison number to the name he has 
left indelibly imprinted high upon 
the structure of the American Mo- 
tion Picture industry—the name of 
William Fox. 

What is the true story of the 
crackup of William Fox? On the 
Federal penal records, the answer 
is a sordid record of Fox’s last 
writhings in the toils of financial 
disaster, when he allegedly bribed 
a Federal Judge, J. Warren Davis, 
to wink at an illegal diversion of 
a small pittance from the debris 
of a paper fortune once estimated 
at $135,000,000. 

An ironical] twist is that Fox 
testified against Davis, his co- 
defendant. Twice juries disagreed. 
The United States then dismissed 
the Davis indictment. That declared 
Davis innocent of the charge that 
Fox bribed him. But they then 
sentenced Fox—on his own testi- 
mony—for bribing a Judge ‘who, 
according to the law, had not been 
bribed, . 

Fox made a hundred film “epics.” 
But the cards are stacked against 
the probability that he will be the 
producer to make that super- 
epic—his own life tale. Of all the 
properties he once controlled—1000 
movie palaces, 100 glamour-names, 
patents, contracts, scripts—a single 
scrap is left to him with which 
to start whatever comeback he may 
be planning, as he shuffles through 
the prison’s deadly daily routine: 
It is a toe-hold on one of the dozen 
sound-film patents he once owned 
outright and he will have that, his 
prison hand-me-down and the cus- 
tomary $5 from the warden’s hand 
to put him on the comeback trail 
when they open the prison gates. 

What kind of a man is this fall- 
en movie prince? 

Fox goes back even further than 
the misty beginnings of the movies 
— behind the colored-slide era, 
Theda Bara, “The Great Train 
Robbery”—back to Carry Nation, 
if you want a landmark. 

In fact, Carry Nation, the Kan- 
gas Katastrophe, with her little 


anti-saloon-league axe, was one of . 


Fox's early headaches, when the 
budding movie mogul signed her 
up in 1910 to do a vaudeville stunt 
in a little 10-theater chain. Fox 
had built up that chain in the 
tenement sectors of Greater New 
York on a capital saved from a 
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He Called Himself "Monarch of the Movies" 
and Made and Unmade Careers and Fortunes, 
Including His O wn — Now He's in Prison. 


marvelous McKinley Administra- 
tion venture in frying-pans elec- 
troplated with the likeness of a 
North American bison and sold as 
souvenirs to turn-of-century vis- 
itors at the Buffalo Exposition. 

Carry Nation cost Fox $3000 a 
week, plus one whole year of absti- 
nence from his cigar habit. Back- 
stage, one day, the winsome hat- 
chet-lady from the prairies caught 
Fox lighting one of his nickel per- 
fectos from the butt of another 
and gave him an ultimatum: give 
up smoking or Carry. 

“I gave up cigars,” he reminisces, 
“Carry was bringing in $10,000 a 
week. And I didn’t cheat on her, 
either. No sir, I didn’t feel a cigar 
between my teeth for a year. You 
gee, she used to smell my breath 
every day before she’d go on for 
the first show. 

Carry Nation swelled the Fox 
bankroll, It was soon fat enough 
to enable the prospering East Sider 
to talk back to his hirelings. Pret- 
ty soon he was directing the des- 
tinies of his “finds” instead of 
submitting to them. He tells how 
he picked Theda Bara, more or less 
by the _  eenie-meenie-minee-mo 
method, and launched that volu- 
minous and volupttious female 
upon her career as a “vampire,” 
first siren of the films. 

Theda was picked off the mourn- 

ers’ bench in Fox’s office waiting 
room, The data on her job appli- 
cation were: Theodosia Goodman, 
daughter Sol Goodman, tailor, Cin- 
cinnati; banking references, none. 
professional references, none. Fox 
was making that early supermonu- 
mental epic, “A Fool There Was,” 
on a staggering budget of $40,000, 
and everything was set to go ex- 
cept that nobody had thought to 
hire some woman to enact Kip- 
ling’s “rag, a bone and a hank of 
hair.” 
' “Thig Cincinnati tailor’s daugh- 
ter looked good enough to me,” 
said Fox, who always maintained 
that “one dame is as good as an- 
other” in picking camera types. 

“Our staff got the idea we might 
palm her off as an Arabian, We 
lopped the ‘dosia’ off that Theo- 
dosia in her name, dropped the 
‘Goodman’ and gave her a handle 
consisting of ‘Arab’ spelled back- 
wards—‘Bara.’ 

Back of this manipulation of 
Miss Goodman's honest identity 
was a purpose which went deeper 
than the obvious one of launching 
a star-making campaign. The new- 
comer was at Fox’s mercy from 
the instant she consented to this 
astonishing metamorphosis. She 
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had no identity other than the one 
Fox gave her. If she ever got “tem- 
peramental” notions, Fox could 
check-rein them instantaneously 
by a simple threat to tell “her pub- 
lic’ who Theda Bara really was. 
Theda never rebelled, and she 
lasted through a whole era of 
Kiss-Muh-Yuh-Fool! flickers and 
all the way from a starting wage 
of $75 to a top one of $4000 per 
week. 

An historical example of his im- 
perial methods with a recalcitrant 
lovely was the case of Valeska 
Suratt, now, perhaps, scarcely re- 
membered as the outstanding wom- 
an star she once was. The dis- 
remembering of Valeska Suratt 
was done one fine day on the side- 
walk outside the first Fox studio 
during the lunch-hour recess in 
the “shooting” of a melodrama 
built around a Sing Sing jail- 
break.

Fox's ability to make and break 
movie careers stemmed from his 
gigantic control of the nation’s 
movie theaters. The simplest way 
to describe that control is to say 
that Fox tried for 20 years to make 
it absolute—100 per cent of all 
theaters 100 per cent Fox-owned— 
and that he darn near made it! 

The methods he followed in pur- 
suing that goal were as simple as 
the goal itself. It wag based on 
the idea that the Day of Account- 
ing can be indefinitely postponed, 
If you never have ta show your 
books, why need they ever bal- 
ance?

But regular 
eare of the hair ig simple, once 
you’ve made it a habit, and it pays 
extra dividends in prettier locks. 
Give your hair regular care, if you 
want it to have gleaming, healthy 
beauty. Brush it thoroughly every 
day, to stimulate the circulation, 
to distribute the natural oil and 
make the hair look glossy and 
alive. Brush the hair upward and 
away from its day-time position. 
Go over the entire head, until the 
hair is fluffy and soft. Carry the 
brush stroke through to the ends 
of the strands, to remove flakes 
and dust particles. 

In shampooing the hair, use & 
mild liquid soap that lathers well, 
If the hair is very oily and the 
scalp is scaly, a stronger shampoo 
such as tincture of green soap is 
often of value, but it is too ir- 
ritating and too drying for the 
average scalp. 

Wet the hair with warm, not 
hot, water and pour over it some 
of. the liquid shampoo, Rub the 
lather well into the hair and scalp, 
then rinse it off. Apply the sham- 
poo a second time or even a third, 
if the hair is very dirty and oily 
and the lather is not plentiful. 
While shampooing, don’t be too 
energetic about rubbing the fingers 
back and forth over the scalp, as

Why Is Christmas Day Dec. 25? 

Tomorrow, Dec. 25, is not Christ- 
mas day!. Christmas day is cele- 
brated on Dec. 25 because pre- 
sumably Dec. 25 is the birthday 
of Christ, but try and prove it! 

Actually, nobody knows when 
Christ was born; and early church 
records, if they establish anything, 
establish that it was not on Dec. 
25! Other dates—Jan. 6, March 
26, April 19, May 20, Nov. 17— 
each of them and many another is 
said by experts to be Christ’s 
birthday; indeed, the date of 
Christ’s birth has been placed by 
reputable scholars in every month 
of the year! 

The date of Dec. 25 as Christ’s 
birthday is said to have been arbi- 
trarily selected during the fourth 
century by the Bishop of Rome, 
in reply to an inquiry by the 
Bishop of Jerusalem as to when

What can be stated with cer- 
tainty is that previous to the Chris- 
tian era, Dec, 25 had been ob- 
served as the birthday of the sun;
